successful hit. adding, “ 1 am fairly 
well up i»i Cicero, but 1 have no idea 
where i can find the passage you q uot­ 
ed ”

quotations, leaves its legacy of trouble 
behind it long after It has been com­ 
mitted.

waters,” a quotation countless preach­ 
ers and writers have used for cen­

Notes and Queries or its industrious 
correspondents cvei been able to throve 
a iigiit upon its origin.—Loudon Chrou 
Icle.

cern. With this the Inspectors “mak e” 
a case and either cause the arrest of 
the

persons 
or 
cause 
a 
"fraud order" to 
In* issued against It. 
A "fraud order" is simply an order 
made 
by 
the 
postal 
authorities at 
Washington 
declaring 
that 
such 
a 
business is fraudulent and warning 
the public against sending umpey to 
it. 
After that each letter coming ad 
dressed to that, concern is stamped 
“fraud" In red ink across its face and 
returned to the sender. 
Thousands of schemes for defraud 
ing the public has been stopped by the 
postal authorities, and they are 
a l w a y s 
on the watch for them.—Kansas City 
Star.
